Th ere was naturally but little social 
iotercouse among the various nation­ 
alities and no international intorcouse 
with the well-to-do Am ericans: 
so, 
from thoir isolation they conceived 
very queer ideas of Am erican affairs. 
T u e ir condition in many respects was 
a very forlorn one, over which the ac­ 
quisition of wealth 
wrought no im ­ 
provement. 
In illustration of this the 
speaker related an 
instance 
which 
came under her own observation, and 
which is typical of the class, 
Thecase 
mentioned was that of a foreigner who 
was a m illionaire, but who wife wa- 
still a city rag-picker and whose little 1 
boy was still a boot-black. 
The speaker dwelt at some length on 
the misconceptions of these people with 
regard to city politics, misconceptions

All interest in polietical circles here 
now centers in the one-half dozen states 
in which elections are to ta ke place 
nex t week. 
New York. Mary land, 
Ohio, Kentucky , Iowa, and Nebra ska 
a re the states in which the grea test in­ 
terest is felt. 
The complications in New York city 
a e so grea t and conditions so unusual 
that nobody here is willing to ma ke 
predilions as to the result. Tha t grea t 
interest is felt in the election goes 
without say ing, for the effect of the 
result, whatev er it may be, must be 
widely felt throughout the sta te of 
New York, and may detemine the par­ 
ty control of tha t sta te for a long 
time. 
Great interest is felt in the result in 
Mary land, both because of the prom- 
inerce of the central figure m the fight, 
Senator Gorman, and also the bearing 
which the election of a Senator in that 
sta te will hav e upon the make-up of 
the United Sta tes Senate. 
That the 
loss of Mr. Gorman as a member of the 
Sena te would be a v ery serious one to 
the Democracy is well recognized 
by 
those familiar with bis work in tha t 
body . 
Beginning his career as a page 
in the Senate, he has been a good sha re 
of his life upon the floor of the Sena te 
chamber, and his ex perience and gen­ 
era lship make him one of the strong­ 
est men on the Democratic side of the 
Senate, and one whose loss 
would be 
sev erely felt by tha t party . 
The leg­ 
islature which is to be elected in Ma ry ­ 
land nex t week will select his succes­ 
sor. 
If tha t legisla tu re should be Re­ 
publican, the blow would be a v ery 
serious one to the Democratic party 
with reference to its control of national 
affairs. 
Ev en more important than the Mary ­ 
land election is the one which is to 
ta ke place in Ohio. 
It is more import­ 
ant because upon its result will proba- 
depend the control of the senate dur­ 
ing the first half of President McKin­ 
ley ’s term. 
As ev ery body knows. Sen­ 
ator Hanna w a s appointed to the sen­ 
a te to succeed Senator Sherman, and 
the legisla ture which is about to be 
elected will select his successor for the 
remainder of the term for which Sena ­ 
tor Sherman was elected, and for the 
six y ears which are to follow the ex ­ 
piration of tha t term. 
Should the 
democrats carry the Ohio legisla ture 
they would elect a senator for the re­ 
mainder of the ’erm for which Senator 
Sherman was elected, and also one for 
the full six -y ear term which begins 
March 4, 1810. 
Should a democrat be 
placed in the sea t 
which 
Senator 
Hanna now occupies, republicans would 
lose control of the senate during the 
remainder of the present congress: 
hence, grea t interest is being felt in 
the Ohio election, both in its genera l 
bearing upon national politics, espec­ 
ia lly as to whether the republican par­ 
ty will or will not continue in control 
of the senate. 
The Kentucky , Nebraska, and Iowa 
elections, while less important in their 
bearing 
upon national politics, are 
watched with great interest because of 
the prominence which the silv er cause 
had in the early part of the campaign 
in each of those states. 
W hile none of 
the officers to be elected in Kentucky 
and Nebraska in the forthcoming elee 
tion are to participate in national af­ 
fairs, or selection of a senator, the is­ 
sues of last y ear arc so closely related 
to the contests in both those states 
tha t interest in them is v ery great. 
This is ev en more especia lly true of 
Iowa, where a part of the legisla ture 
which is to elect a United States sena ­ 
tor will be chosen at the coming elec­ 
tion. 
W hile few national representaiiv es 
are to be chosen in the elections now 
a t hand: while national affairs do not 
hinge directly upon the results of tt.es 1 
elections, the grea test interest is f e lt 
as to what those results may be because 
of their bearing upon issues so prom­ 
inent in the last campaign. 
Tha t the 
silv er cause has v ery rapidly gone to 
the background since the election la*t 
y ear cannot be doubted. 
If the Repub­ 
licans are successful in the close States 
and the Democratic effort to rev iv e the 
silv er issue in the last moments of the 
campaign is unsuccessful, the feeling 
is tha t the silv er cause will not be re­ 
v iv ed, and will probably cut v ery 
li t t l e 
figure in the campaign for member* of 
Congress a y ear hence. 
No official ex pression is to be had 
here with reference to the result reacn- 
ed by Senator Wa lcott and his co-la ­ 
borers in beha lf of international bi­ 
metallism. 
It cannot be said, how 
ev er, tha t the assumption of many 
newspapers and writers of the country 
that their trip has prov en unsuccessful 
and ended the prospects of interna tion­ 
al bimetallism is well founded. 
Their 
mission abroad 
was to consult with 
other nations, and learn whether they 
would be willing to co-operate in steps 
looking to true bimetallism. 
The fa<-t 
tha t England has not seen fit to pledge 
herself in adv ance of any such interna­ 
tional conference to any giv en line of 


p o l i c y does not prov e at all discourag­ 
ing to the friend* of international bi­ 


metallism, nor does it conv ince them 


t h a t t h e Briti.-h G o v e r n m e n t intends o 
stand aloof from or frown upon the pro­ 
position for international action. 
On 
the contrary , it is believ ed tha t Great 
Britian will willingly s e n d delega tes to 
the proposed international conference, 
and be disposed to eo-operate in fav or 
of an increased use of silv er by the 
concerted action on the part of all na ­ 
tions. 
The fact tha t she has not 
pledged herself in adv ance to any giv en 
line of policy is not at all surprising, 
nor does it prov e tha t she will decline 
co-operation with other nations when a 
full conference with these nations can 
be had. 


The Potato is King. 


Aside from a granery full of whea t 
or a gold mine in Alaska, there is noth­ 
ing more v alua ble than a cella r full of 
potatoes. 
The crop in this region is 
practically a failure. 
Many of the 
surrounding farmers will be compelled 
to buy a grea t portion of their wintei s 
supply . 
Now that potatoes play so im­ 
portant a part in the world’s market it 
is not out of place to form a better ac­ 
quaintance with them. 
Here are some 
facts wi rth knowing gleaned from our 
ex cha nges: 
The principal constituent parts of 
the 
potato 
are: 
Vegeta ble 
tissue, 
starch, v egeta ble albumen-and ca seine. 
One pound of potatoes contains about 
three quarters of a pound of watery 
juice, and from two to two and one-half 
ounces of starch. 
The nutritiv e qualities of the potato 
is ov er estimated v ery much. 
One 
hundred parts of good wheat flour or 
107 parts of the grain contain as much 
nutriment a* 613 parts of potatoes. 
This is p o o d account of the compa ra ­ 
tiv ely small quantity of nitrogenous 
substances which the potato contains. 
The quantity of starch contained in 
100 pounds of the same kind of potatoes 
in August is 10 pounds; in September, 
14: in October, 12: in Nov ember, 16: in 
December, 17; in J anuary , 17: in Feb­ 
ruary , 16; in March, 15; in April, 13: in 
May , 10. 
Accordingly the quantity of 
starch in potatoes increases during the 
autumn, remains stationary during the 
winter, and in tne spring after the 
germina ting principle is ex cited it di­ 
minishes. 


HOW TO PRESERVE POTATOES. 


It is a well known fact tha t on ger­ 
minating, the potato becomes soft, mu- 
cilagenous, and afterwards sweet. This 
is so because first—the dex trine form­ 
ing from the starch rwnders them sweet 
—a simple, natural chemica l process; 
tha t is ail there is to it. 
Now the question arises, how can 
this chemica l process be arrested or 
prev ented? 
We herewith offer y ou a 
simple, inx opensiv e method which will 
nev er fail if applied in the right ma n­ 
ner and at the right time: 
In the beginning ol the month of 
J anuary select all the potatoes y ou 
wish to retain for future ta ble use. 
Buy or make a wire basket which will 
hold a half dozen potatoes. 
Fill y our 
basket with potatoes and dip them in 
boiling water, siray ly afdip, no more. 
Then put them on a lay er of straw 
to 
dry , which will not ta ke long if y ou do 
not pile them on top of one another. 
The boiling water destroy s the germ ­ 
inating principle without injuring the 
potato and if proper care is ta a en of 
the potatoes so treated, they will be as 
nice id J une as they wore in J anuary . 


GOOD \ S U( Hi EST10 N S . 


Frost ex erts an influence simila r to 
the germina ting process upon a ll 
v eg­ 
eta ble substances which are rich in 
starch. 
Much might be said r e g a r d 
ing cellars, etc., « where v egeta bles ; r i 
housed for future use, also about the 
quality of the v egeta bles and a few 
suggestions may not be out of place 
First, keep a relia ble thermometer 
in y our cellar. 
There is as much dan­ 
ger in ha v ing it too warm a- in hav ing 
it too cold. 
Forty to forty -fiv e de­ 
grees F. is about right. 
Second, keep a watchful ey e on y our 
v egeta bles and remov e all deca y ing 
stock at once. 
Third, keep up an ev en 
temper­ 
ature. 
Fourth, do not pack a ga inst a wall. 
Fifth, keep y our cella rs dry and 
clean. 
Six th, if the temperature is not too 
low admit a little fresh air ev ery 
day . 
Last, but not least, 
do not forget 
tha t if y ou ex pect to bring good thini s 
out of y ou cella r y ou must not take 
poor, chea p stuff into y our cellar.
